THE Rhode Island election took 
place yesterday for State officers and 
anew Legislature by which a Sena- 
tor to sueceed Anthony is to be 
chosen.

CONNECTICUT ELECTION, 

Fall official returns are not yet 
known to us, but the election of In- 
gersoll as Governor by a clear tnaj- 
ority of about four thousand is cer- 
tain. The Legislature is Denio- 
cratic, the majority in the House be- 
ing from 35 to 40 and in the Senate 
from 13 to 15 which is a gain. The 
Republican candidate for Congress. 
Wait without doubt elected to 
fill the vacancy in the 3rd Dis- 
trict occasioned by the death of Mr. 
Starkweather, Republican. The 
election of Mr. Wells was hoped for 
rather than expected, for the Dis- 
trictis the strongest Republican 
section of the State, though the 
small majority by which Mr. Stark- 
weathe. was last elected, stimulat- 
ed effort to give him a Democratic 
successor. 
~The Democratic Governor was 
clected last year by a majority of 6,- 
538, and should there be no greater 
majority than 4,000, there will have 
been an apparent Democratic loss. 
Bat the interest of the campaign 
centered upon the Legislature which 
the Republicans hoped to carry to 
secure the election of a successor to 
Mr, Ferry. In this they have mis- 
calculated, seeing that the Demo- 
crats have gained rather than lost. 
And herein is the victory which is 
the first really cheering light that 
has broken in on the cloud that had 
of late darkened Democratic for- 
tune. As we said yesterday success 
in Connecticut means something, be- 
cause it represented principles, 
while in New Hampshire it meant 
nothing, because it represented pelf. 
Yet the Republicans took their sue- 
cess in the latter as the note cf en- 
couragement, and a repetition of it 
in Connecticut would have driven 
them wild, and soon turned them 
back from their halting steps to re- 
form. 

Connecticut, then, has done every 
thing to strengthen the hands of 
those who are bent upon reform, 
but whose efforts would have been 
paralyzed if they had been embar- 


rassed in the outset by the adverse | 


judgment of a State so sedate and 


' clear thinking as Connecticut.

The Ku Klux troubles of South 
Carolina, where, a8 in our own State, 
hundreds, or rather thousands, were 
imprisoned or driven from. the 
State; where as many were ruined 
by fines and contributious; where 


civil law was altogether banished, 


and where military tyranny erected 
itself into a tribunal without mercy 
and withont appeal, will never be 


| forgotten by the present generation 


of that unhappy State. Bad as it 
was in North Carolina, it was as 
paradise here compared to what it 
was over tbe border; for while her¢ 
the rude demands of tyranny were 
auswered through a quasi civil au- 
thority, and the military presence 
after the dispersion of the Kirk 
shadow was seldom obtruded, there 
in South Carolina, the clang of the 
sabre and the gleam of the carbine 
accompanied every order, and the 
rude, remorseless arm of the soldier 
enforced every behest of the law. 
At the bead of these was a man 
who assumed to bimse]f all the rnde 
virtucs of the puritan, and ajl the 
unheeding zeal of the incorruptible 
patriot. From his military frank- 
ness and his reckless ferocity he 
might have teen supposed to emu- 
late the impetuous Tarleton who 
once dominated the same region. 
But with all his erue}ty as 9 soldier, 
Turleton was a gentleman, a man of 
honor, one who scorned anything 
mean and mercenary, and who 
found a salve for his conscience in 
his deeds of cruelty that he was 
serving his God and his King. And 
so did Merrell with sanctimonious 
whine put in the same pious pretext, 
when he spoke, and when he in- 
formed his goverument that all his 
apparent harshness was needed to 
suppress a people already in rebel- 
lion, and only his representations 
were listened to. And so the work 
oftyranny went on uotil the life of 
liberty was stamped ont, and then 
Merreli’s work was done and he 
was transferred to other fields. But 
time brings its disclosures and its 


retributions, and now, on the auth-. 


ority of « brother officer, this stern 
patriot is unmasked as the pitfual ex- 
tortioner and the vile bribe taker, 
and all the fervor of zeal to subdue 
rebels against his country’s safety 
proves to have been a frenzy to fill 
his private purpose. Tor this South 
Carolina was nearly ruined, and by 
the disturbance of ali industries, the 
absolute insecurity of life and pro- 
perty, and the license given to the 
worst elements of society, the State 
was thrownimmeasurably back in its 
slow progress towards recuperation. 
Yet Merrell has been since honor- 
eci—is still honored as a represent- 
alive of the administration at the 
Centennial grounds, and for aught 
we know has been honored for the 
very reason that has made men of 
his class so acceptable to the Presi- 
dent, the very deficiency of all that 
was honorable and gentlemanly.
